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THE HOMING PIGEON. 


INTERESTING POINTS GLEANED FROM 
THE BREEDER AND TRAINER. | 


Authorities Disagree on the Quéstion o} 
Instinct — The Best Birds Are Those 
Which Are Carefully Bred and Faith. 
fully Trained. 


The peculiar faculty that enables s | 
pigeon to return to its home from great | 
distances is a point about which author- | 
ities disagree. The theory which is most 
widely accepted is that the bird is gifted 
with remarkable eyesigbt and with a 
memory for landmarks superior to that | 
of any other creature. The former the- | 
ory that the birds were guided exclu- 
sively by instinct seems disproved by 
the frequency with which even the best 
trained and highest bred homers have | 
been lost in fogs. During the poultry 
show, when several of the pigeon fanci- | 


ers were interviewed on the rearing and | 
training of homing pigeons, one of va- | 
ried experience said: 

‘Instinct is unerring, and the fact | 
that the homing pigeon not only fre- 
quently errs, but at times shows great | 
indecision as to the route it will take, | 
proves conclusively that it is not gov- | 
erned entirely by instinct. There is no } 
doubt that the birds possess a high order | 
of intelligence, which is often shown 
when they become lost in a race by their | 
return to the room in which they have | 
been kept at the starting point. 

“‘The color of a pigeon does not sig- 
nify, but the rule in breeding is to cross 
the colors when practicable. In select- | 
ing homers for racing even the best, 


fanciers are often mistaken and select | 
birds that cannot fly 25 miles without | 
being lost. Often the meanest looking 

bird, apparently without a good point, | 
leaves its handsome rival behind. Still, | 
there are four points always considered | 
in selecting and breeding homing pi- 
geons for racing purposes. These points | 
are the eyes, the size of the head, the | 
width of the chest and the length of the | 
tail and wings.’ 

In speaking of the eye, one successful 
fancier has this to say: ‘‘The white eye | 
may mean cumulet, and, if so, indicates | 
that the bird will fly high and have great | 
endurance and wing power. If the eye | 
is dark, the head round and the beak 
short and close fitting, there will be a 
preponderance of the owl type, and this 
bird will in all probability fly later at 
night than any other type. But, what- | 
ever the color, the ball must extend be- | 
yond the line of the head and be so 
placed that the bird should have a view 
of what is behind it as well as what is | 
before. When a bird returns from a 
journey over much new territory, this 
protrusion of the eyeball is greatly in- 
creased, indicating to what a great 
strain the powers of vision have been | 
sul jected. ’”’ 

To the second point, the size and 
shape of the head, very little attention | 
is paid by American fanciers, though the | 
Europeans look upon it as of prime im- | 
portance. It is generally conceded by. 
Americans that the shape makes very | 
little difference. The skull may be flat, | 
long and narrow or high, short and 
wide, but it must have room for the 
brain, and for a large brain at that, 
otherwise the bird is not considered for | 
racing honors. Particular stress is laid | 
on this feature in Belgium and Holland. | 

The shape and size of the chest are of | 
great importance. It should be full ond 
broad. A narrow chested bird can fly a 
great distance without exerting ast 


} 


muscles which give fullness to the breast 
beyond their endurance. The wings and 
tail should be exceptionally long, as the | 
tail acts as a rudder, and the shorter 
Wings require much added exertion for 
the same amount of flying. There are | 
some fanciers who contend that the first | 
hatching of the season are not to be pre- | 
ferred for racing, but the majority pay | 
no attention to that. 

But even the best bred homers have | 
to be trained carefully and intelligently | 
before they are entered in races. While) 
the physique of the average bird is well | 
developed at the age of ten weeks, it is) 
generally considered best to give a much | 
longer time for the brain to develop be- | 
fore the bird is trained for work. Usu-| 
ally at the age of 4 months the first trial | 
trip is made. He is then flown from dis- | 
tances between 2 and 79 miles at inter-| 
vals of two or three days. Many excel-| 
lent birds are lost in these trial trips, | 
and those who return after a reasonable | 
time are considered fit to be entered in 
the young birds’ races. The shortest of 
these races is 100 miles, and birds are 
not supposed to have been flown more 
than 90 miles before taking part in these 
speed trials. 

This system of training is supposed 
to accomplish two widely different re- 
sults for the young bird. In the first 
place, it teaches them to return to their. 
lofts, and, in the second, they develop. 
the muscles and prepare them for the| 
hard work which the races will require 
of them. For the old birds these train-| 
ing trips are made with the sole view of. 
getting their muscles limbered up again 
and toughened for the longer races.— 
New York Sun. 


Well Paid Bullfighters. 

Bullfighters in Spain make greater 
profits than even opera singers in Amer- 
ica if the figures given by El Gaulois 
are correct. That paper reports the earn- 
ings for last year of some of the leading 
artists of the bull ring as follows: Guer- 
rita, for 68 appearances, 306,000 francs; 
Reverte, for 38, 143,500 francs; Mas- 
zantini, for 29, 131,000 francs; Bom- 
bita, 129,000 francs; Algabigno, 116,- 
000 francs. Counting the value of the 
bulls and the cost of transportation, it is 
estimated that Spain spends annually. 
5,000,000 francs on bullfights. The 
matadores, of whom there are 23, killed 
1,218 bulls last year.

Lendon's Populatics. 

Yordon’s population continues to in- 
crease rapidly, but recent census figures 
reveal a change in the character of this 
growth which has both surprised and 
puzzled the English statisticians. Up 
to times comparatively recent the city’s 
increase was chiefly at the expense of 
the country districts and of other lands, 
the number of births within the metro- 
| politan limits, when not less than the 
being not nearly 
enough in excess of it to account for the 
annual increment. 
of 1571-80, the increase in population 
was more than 100,600 in excess of the 
births over the deaths. In the years 
1581-90, however, the balance was the 
other way, the addition to the popula- 
tion being nearly 118,000 less than the 
batural increase. In the period 1891-5 


the excess of births over deaths was | 


230,000, but the actual increase in the 
population was slightly less than 200,- 
000. From these figures it appears either 
that London born children are the vic- 
tims of an excessive death rate or else 
that the opportunities te be found in 
the great capital are no longer attractive 
enough to satisfy its native inhabitants, 
large numbers of whom, therefore, have 
been led to seek their fortunes else- 
where. The problem is a rather obscure 
one, and the new social current has not

Pulverizing Ores. 

Two ingenious improvements have 
recently been brought to notice in the 
construction of machines for pulveriz- 
ing ores. The peculiarity in this case 
consists in having two pulverizing cyl- 
inders arranged concentrically, one with- 
in the other, capable of being revolved 
rapidly in opposite directions, the rate 
of speed of the inner cylinder exceeding 
thit of the outer. The latter is also pro- 
vided with a series of inwardly extend- 
ing teeth, the inner cylinder having an 
outwardly projecting series capable of 
passing between the teeth of the other 
cylinder, the ends of these teeth extend- 
ing close to the walls of the cylinders, 
thus forming an annular space between 
the walls. A slowly revolving feeding 
device conducts the ore from a station- 
ary hopper into the front end portion of 
the annular space, where it is acted 
upon by the rapidly moving teeth, sub- 
jecting the ore to a continuous series of 
hammerlike blows, which break it up. 
It is still further reduced by the next 
succeeding teeth until the product dis- 
charged by the machine is in fine atoms 
or dust, the whole being finally bolted. 
This mechanism is due to the ingen, ity 
of George A. Cleveland of Providence. 
—New York Sun. 

Philanthropy In Mexico. 

The Royal Hospital of Mexico (for In- 
dians) was founded 1558. It covered 
31, - ‘res—good elbow room for its nor- 
mul 220 patients. In the great epidemic 
of 1762, by crowding, it cared for 3,361, 
and it is still operative. This is but a 
beyinning in the list. The Beneficencia 
Publica alone has charge of ten institu- 
tions in the city, on which it expends 
$25,000 a month—like the industrial 
school, the school of correction, also in- 
dustrial; the asylum of the poor, 
whose 
beautiful home for the 900 inmates, 
mostly children, who are educated and 
given useful trades in an atmosphere of 
flowers and music; a hospital for the 
wounded, a maternity hospital, a 
school for the blind, an insane asylum 
for men, another for women, and so on. 
It feeds 3,400 people and supervises the 
public sale of drink and food. When 
the great new hospital—on the French 
detached plan, with 35 buildings, 50 feet 
apart, at a cost of $800,000—is com- 
pleted, the present hospitals, all of 
which are very valuable properties, will 
be sold.—Charles F. Lummis in Har- 
per’s Magazine.

Keepine King Charites’ Memory Green. 

Persons who are adapted by intellectual 
and spitirual equipment to be high 
church Episcopalians seem to. find ex- 
cellent entertainment in that fold. Come 
ment has hardly cleared yet on the very 
interesting novelty that was provided for 
some of them on the 30th of January in 
New York and Philadelphia, in the 
shape of celebrations of the anniversary | 
of ‘*King Charles the Martyr,’’ the same 
being no less familiar and recent @ per- | 
sonage than the late Charles I of Eng- | 
land. Pious and respectable as King 
Charles was, it put the casual newspaper 
reader to his stumps to guess why two 
American churches should be putting 
themselves to trouble and expense to 
keep his memory green, but there is an 
explanation of it which partly explatas. 
It is held that Charles might have saved 
his life if he had agreed to abolish the 
episcopacy. On that ground he is held to 
be a martyr. He was canonized after the 
restoration, and his day kept in England" 
for more than a century, but the enthu- 
siasm about it gradually fell off, and in 
1859 Queen Victoria, with the help of 
parliament, abolished the service for his 
day, removed his prayer from prayer book 
and took his name off the saints’ calen- 
dar. 

Later a society of persons, not other- 
wise fully occupied, was started in Eng- 
land to observe this day of the only Eng- 
lish saint made since the reformation, 


and branch societies have since been 
started in this country. A pertrait of 
Charles in saintly guise, painted by 


Oswald Fleuss, has been hung in the 
Church of the Evangelists, in Philadel- 
phia, and was unveiled with many cere- 
monies at the recent celebration. Bishop 
Perry, of Iowa, the same who was 60 
zealously opposed to making Phillips 
Brooks a bishop, pronounced a eulogy on 
King Charles, and eight other bishops 
and Dr. Morgan Dix. of New York, sent 
their blessings to the service.

ENORMOUS DEATH DUES. 


Old English Families May be Ruined by 
Them. 

In order to realize the terrible strain 
fmposed by Sir William Harcourt’s so 
called ‘‘death duties,"’ which excited so 
much resentment among the landowning 
class of Great Britain last year, it may 
be mentioned that most of the territorial 
magnates who. through the death of a 
father or other relative, recently have 
come into possession of the family prop- 
erty, have been compelled by the burden | 
thus imposed upon them toclose up their | 
country houses and to let their shooting 
to the highest bidder. } 

Thus when, a few months ago, the 
Marquis of Bath succeeded to the en 
taile | estates of his father, he was forced 
by the death duties which he had to pay 
on his father’s estate to close up Longlat 
and to lease all the sporting privileges of 
the «state to a city merchant, and now 
it is announced that the new Lord Saville 
(husband of that pretty Mrs. Horace 
Helyar who, with her first husband, was 
connected with the English embassy at 
Washington in the days of Lord Sack- 
ville) will have to Rufford abbey, 
one of the most beautiful country seats 
in “the dukeries,”’ the duties in this 
case amounting to nearly $1,000,000 

‘Tie duties are exceptionally heavy in- 
this instance, in the first place because 
the new Lor Saville is merely the nephew 
instead of the son of the testator, and, 
secondly, because of the immense and ex- 
tremely valuable art collection gathered 
together by the late lord, who was a fa- 
mous connoisseur. Each of his pictures, 
each of his pieces of brie-a-brae, has been 
valnod by experts, and on every separate 
piece succession duty has to be paid. 

It will readily be seen what a heavy 
char re this is upon any inheritances and 
one cannot help pitying to a certain ex 
tent the great landowners and county 
families. They are debarred by the laws 
of ertail from getting rid of any of their 
treasures in which they have only a life 
interest, and yet at their death their 
estal: is charged with succession duties 
thereon.

hands more than once in a@ year, the 
estat: is, of course, charged with just 
donhle the amount of duty, and the Duke 
of Devonshire and other opponents of the 
duties cannot be accused of any 
exacgeration in that they declared in 
parliament and from the platform that 
the duties in question, unless altered, 
will ultimately result in the ruin of every 
old family in England. 

It is understood that during the forth- 
coming session the salisbury government 
will bring forward a measure modifying 
the death duties as now constituted and 
will restrict them merely to the so called 
“personal estate,’ exempting all entailed 
property and such things as art treasures.

A Vear of the X Rays. 

Many experiments were made to deter- 
mine the source from which the rays 
proceed before it was learned definitely 
that they emanate frem the surface upoa 
which the cathode rays first impinge, a 
fact that was announced almost simul- 
taneously by several experimenters. 16 
is one of the important points that have 
been determined, and even this was dis- 
tinctly intimated by Professor Roentgen 
in the twelfth section of his original 
paper. 

In intensity they vary as the square of 
the distance from their source. 

They electrify some bodies positively 
and some negatively, and, whatever 
charge a body may already have, they re- 
duce or change it to the charge which 
they would independently give to the 
body. Their penetrating power depends 
upon the length of time they act. 

Thus gradually these and many addi- 
tional isolated facts have been estab 
lished, and no doubt enough data will be 
accumulated eventually to permit gener- 
alization into laws, but that stage has 
not yet been reached 

Four theories have been suggested :— 


First—They are either waves, like 
ordinary light, but of exeeedingly brief

A cosmopolitan philosopher of 
the eighteenth century to the bone with 
all the optimism, the brain, the 
apolausticism, the insensibility to she 
moral and spiritual reformation to come, 
which mark the literary aristocrat of the 
time.
